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G PAC impact 
challenged

Supervisor Robert Hedlund last night 
denied the General Plan Advisory Com­ 
mittee has any “ jurisdictional impact,” 
and urged the city and county to join 
hands in future land use planning in the 
Lompoc Valley. 
Moving toward that joint effort, City 
Council last night approved Lompoc 
Planning Commissioner Bill Fick to 
represent the city on the GPAC and Com­ 
munity Development Director Jack Lam 
to sit on the committee as an ex officio 
member 
Concern has been brewing in the last 
few weeks that the GPAC, a county 
board appointed by Hedlund, might be 
usurping the spheres of influence of both 
the city of Lompoc and the Local Agency 
Formation Commission (LAFCO). 
The GPAC was originally formed to 
advise the County Planning Commission 
and the Board of Supervisors on land use 
questions and the overall revision of the 
County General Plan. 
But. when the GPAC appeared to be 
taking on a bigger task, the Lompoc 
Planning Commission went to City Coun­ 
cil seeking a clear definition of the 
GPAC domain. 
“ In the committee's deliberations,” 
said Planning Commission Chairman 
Fick last night, “ it appeared one of the 
things entering into it was the question of 
jurisdiction, whether city or county. Also 
whether or not the urban-rural limit line 
would in some way dispose of the 
spheres of influence ” 
After waiting until 11 p m to speak on 


the issue, Hedlund immediately dis­ 
pelled what he called “ some assump­ 
tions. none of which were based on fact.” 
“ My impression,” Hedlund said, “ is 
that their (GPAC) charge is to deter­ 
mine land use designations, jurisdic­ 
tional disputes should not be involved.” 
“ I think it would be best,” Hedlund 
said, “ if council did appoint an official 
representative from the city—now that 
could be a staff member or a represen­ 
tative from the planning commission.” 
City Councilman EC . Stevens then 
asked Fick if he would represent Lompoc 
which both Fick and Hedlund agreed to. 
Fick already sits on the 30-member com­ 
mittee and as Hedlund pointed out, there 
was some question whether Fick 
represented himself, the planning com­ 
mission or Vandenberg AFB where he is 
employed 


Stevens followed his first suggestion 
with a porposal that Community 
Development Director Lam sit as an ex 
officio member of the GPAC. 
“ Again.” said the fourth district 
supervisor, “ we would be delighted to 
have his expertise.” 
Hedlund also responded to seven ques­ 
tions the Planning Commission asked of 
the GPAC 
To the last querie, whether the GPAC 
was creating a no-growth policy for 
Lompoc, Hedlund answered, “ I should 
say, heavens no " 
“ I would like to assure you.” Hedlund 
concluded, “ that it is my belief that the 
city and county are working toward the 
same end.”

leaders and visiting dignitaries at func­ 
tions marking the start of celebrations of 
the 60th anniversary of the Nov. 7 Rus- 


New building 
valuation at 
$1 million 


The construction of new residen­ 
tial units added nearly $1 million to the 
new construction volume in the City of 
Lompoc during October, the city 
reported today. 
Permits were issued for 12 single fami­ 
ly residences and 20 apartment units dur­ 
ing the month just ended, and. added to 
public construction and residential and 
commercial alterations, raised the city’s 
fiscal year total to $9 225 million, com­ 
pared to $3 179 million last year at this

The October volume also raised 
the calendar year total to $13.933 million 
compared to $7 564 last year 


sian Revolution 
The 71-year-old Soviet leader said that 
in the interests of reaching a nuclear test 
ban treaty with the United States, he was 
giving up Soviet demands that peaceful 
nuclear explosions be exempted from 
any ban 


The United States has insisted that a 
comprehensive nuclear test ban treaty 
should ban both military and peaceful 
use of nuclear explosions. 


“ We state that we are prepared to 
reach agreement on a moratorium 
covering nuclear explosions for peaceful 
purposes along with a ban on all nuclear 
weapon tests for a definite period.” 
Brezhnev said 


Western diplomatic sources said 
Brezhnev’s offer will “ make a dif­ 
ference” in the test ban talks, but 
cautioned. “ How much of a difference 
remains to be seen ... It will have to be 
spelled out exactly what is meant ” 


The Soviet leader said his proposed 
ban on the manufacture of new nuclear 
weapons, which he labeled “ a radical 
step.” should apply to all nuclear arma­ 
ments — “ atomic, hydrogen or neutron 
bombs or missiles.” 


His remarks were tied to a strongly 
worded section urging both the United 
States and the Soviet Union to stop seek­ 
ing superiority in nuclear weaponry 


Shipments 
to S. Africa 
being cut 


WASHINGTON (U P I) - The United 
States is recalling two diplomats from 
South Africa and is already cutting off 
shipments of military and police equip­ 
ment to the Pretoria government, 
Secretary of State Cyrus Vance an­ 
nounced today. 
“ These actions reflect our national 
concern in respect to the (recent) events 
in South Africa ... because the regretta­ 
ble steps taken recently have been a 
major step backwards,” he told a news 
conference. 
While expressing hope that South 
Africa will reverse its recent stricter en­ 
forcement of apartheid racial rules. 
Vance announced: 
—” We are withdrawing our naval at­ 
tache from Pretoria 
—” We are recalling our commercial 
officer from Johannesburg. TTiis action 
is taken in connection with our review of 
our economic relations with South 
Africa.”

A revised garage sale ordinance which 
expands and tightens existing city 
regulations weathered some heated 
criticism before its introduction and first 
reading was unanimously approved by 
City Council last night 
The ordinance to “ put some teeth into 
the law .” according to Community 
Development Director Jack Lam, had 
three major additions to city regula­ 
tions. 
The revised guidelines open garage 
sales to any single family residence in 
the city Under the existing ordinance, 
garage sales were limited to R-l and R-2 
districts 
Further, the proposed ordinance would 
allow charitable organizations to hold 
rummage sales with a $2 garage sale 
permit. Previously, groups like the Boy 
Scouts or the Girls’ Club, were required 
to purchase a $15 commercial-use per­ 
mit 
Probably the most significant change, 
at least from the city’s position, is the in­ 
clusion of a clause restricting retail 
sales activities under the guise of garage 
sales Lam said the city banned such ac­ 
tivities anyhow, but the ordinance equips 
the city with a legal arm in the event of a 
court battle. 
Further, the city may, under the revi­ 
sions. inspect a residence prior to issuing 
a garage sale permit to insure it is not a 
retail venture 
However, when public discussion was 
opened on the proposed ordinance, a dis­ 
tinct warm front moved into the packed 
council chambers in the School Ad­ 
ministrative Board Room The standing 
room only crowd of about 60 was 
augmented with 25 students from a high 
school civics class 
"B y this ordinance,” said Jannette 
Wesch, "you are saying because I don't 
have enough money to buy my own 
home. I can’t have a garage sale ... this 
is restricting my rights.” 
" It ’s discrimination.” claimed Alberta 
Morgan, who noted she lives in a trailer 
park “ What makes us any less citizens 
than anyone else in the city?" 
Morgan then held class, asking for a 
show of hands for those who attended the 


council session because of the proposed 
ordinance 
Including herself, Morgan 
counted 13. but she declined to ask for a 
pro and con breakdown 
“ I see no reason for changing this or­ 
dinance and I see no reason why we need 
it if the rest of the cities don’t have it,” 
Morgan concluded. 


Lompoc resident Helen Gehrts 
challenged city officials to inspect one of 
her garage sales and if her sales were il­ 
legal. she would use the proceeds to 
move to the Soviet Union 
Lam countered that the city would in­ 
spect garage sales “ only when there was 
a specific complaint from any resident in 
the community.” 


Lompoc resident Ed Clark, who said 
he didn't come to talk about garage sales 
blasted citizen critics who applauded 
after they lambasted the council several 
times 
" I have been in a city where they have 
garage sales with stolen merchandise 
and you name it If you want to see gar­ 
age sales out of control, go to Santa Bar­ 
bara (critics earlier had cited the lack of 


an ordinance restricting garage sales in 
Santa Barbara). 
“ I am amazed that public officials 
have to put up with the type of behavior 
that has been presented here tonight ” 
Clark’s harangue brought light ap­ 
plause from another section of the 
audience 
Lam reiterated this morning that the 
proposed ordinance “ is to get the hand­ 
ful. five or 10 people, that we get recurr­ 
ing that buy garage sale permits and 
start commercial operations in their 
home. 
“ This ordinance does nothing to the 
99 9 percent of people in the city who 
abide by the existing ordinance.” 
Further. Lam explained that residents 
in mobile home parks and multi-family 
dwellings - apartment buildings — 
although not specifically eligible to con­ 
duct a garage sale, could obtain a con­ 
ditional use permit for a garage sale. 
“ Places (multiple-family residences) 
that do have (garage sales),” Lam said, 
“ do it in public or community buildings 
They just can’t spread it all out on the 
lawn.” 


Council votes release 
of $10,000 to LEDA

City Council voted 3-1 last night to 
release $10,000 in city funds to Lompoc 
Economic Development Association 
after a spirited debate over whether or 
not LED A would exist long enough to 
spend the money. 
When the city funded LEDA to the tune 
of $20.000 last June, the two bodies joined 
in a contract which would pay LEDA 
$5.000 in four quarterly installments. 
However two of those payment dates 
have passed without any city money pas­ 
sing hands 


“ To put it bluntly,” said LEDA Ex­ 
ecutive Director Charles Carmichael, 
"you are $10.000 in arrears on your con­ 
tract. 
“ This is affecting the interest we 
would have earned on the money,” Car­ 
michael said, "but more importantly it 
is affecting the membership 
We have 
people dropping and we have members 
saying they won’t pay until the city antes 
up ” 


With an overall budget of $28.000, Car­ 
michael said the association has existed 
so far on contributions from its 
members. But he urged the city to live 
up to its part of the bargain to strengthen 
what he described as a vital financial 
base for the organize* ’ n 
Councilman Joe Valencia hedged at 
releasing the city money, claiming that 
LEDA still had sufficient funds to 
operate and would even wind up the 


year with a surplus 
Valencia warned 
that, in the event of the dissolution of the 
association, any city money would be dif­ 
ficult to recover 
Carmichael hammered Valencia for 
casting further on the struggling 
organization 
“ It isn’t a case of the LEDA planning 
to disband in January or July, Car­ 
michael asserted. “ If we’re that close to 
disbanding, then I’m wasting my time. 
“ To be discussing disbanding in 
Jaunary, isn’t helping our membership 
one bit.” 
“ At this time," said Councilwoman 
Elinor Lefkowitz, who introduced the ac­ 
tion. “ we have not lived up to our budget 
and it is my contention we should honor 
our contract.” 
The motion passed with Valencia op­ 
posed and Councilman Charles Ward ab­ 
sent. 
The organization has been plagued 
from its inception about six years ago 
with a lack of success in attracting in­ 
dustries to the Lompoc Valley. 
Carmichael, however, last night in­ 
dicated the tide may be turning and cited 
a 24 300 square-foot industrial building 
which had been filled with the exception 
of about 2,000 square feet. 
He also claimed the city had "flat 
lost” a 50-employee business recently 
because of a lack of industrial space. 
"So our job is not one of trying to get 
industry, it’s trying to get developers,” 


LAFCO to begin study 
of Lompoc influence

The Local Agency Formation 
Commission (LAFCO), which 
has already set up spheres of in­ 
fluence for the cities of Santa 
Maria and Santa Barbara, will 
now get started on a Lompoc 
sphere, it was learned today. 
LAFCO Executive O fficer 
Robert Perkins said the deci­ 
sion has been made to go ahead 
with a Lompoc sphere ahead of 
the Carpinteria city sphere 
because the city of Carpinteria 
is now involved in a Local 
Coastal Program study with the 
city of Santa Barbara. 
Data from the study can be 
utilized by L A F C O . said 
Perkins, who explained he 
didn’t want his office “ to get 
ahead of them" in the coastal 
program study. 
The Lompoc sphere study will 
get under way as soon as the 
LAFCO staff can “ make ap­ 
pointments with city officials 
and staff there,” Perkins 
stated. 
Meanwhile, LAFCO will meet 
Thursday. Nov 3, to elect a 
chairman and to consider an­ 
nexation of a proposed 31-unit 


residential tract and a con­ 
venience center in Vandenberg 
Village area to County Service 
Area No. 4. 
Also, the commission plans to 
review applications and pos­ 
sibly elect a new alternate 
public member of the commis­ 
sion to succeed Carol Nash, of 
Vandenberg 
V illag e, 
who 
resigned. 
Nash is also a 
member of the County Planning 
Commission. 
County Supervisor Robert 
Hedlund. of Lompoc, has 
nominated Dorothy Brand, of 
Solvang, to succeed Nash. 
Nash, on the other hand, has 
said she feels either Brand or 
Rita Green, of Santa Maria, 
who has also sent in an applica­ 
tion, would make a good alter­

State law prohibits 
porno newsrack ban

Citizens repulsed by the dis­ 
play of pornographic materials 
in street racks will just have to 
turn their eyes 
California law defines smut 
as 
‘harmful m atter.” but 
prohibits its ban, Lompoc's city 
attorney has determined 
Last night the City Council 
received a petition by 30 
“ members of the Abba People 
Prayer Community" urging an 
ordinance to prohibit por­ 
nographic newsstands “ on any 
and 
a ll 
s id e w a lk s 
and 
thoroughfares in the City of 
Lompoc because they are 
harmful to children, repulsive 
to the citizenry, and totally 
without anv redeeding social 
value " 
But after researching laws 
pertaining to the regulation of 
pornography 
and 
newsracks, 
t ity Attorney Alan Davidson 
says that such an ordinance 
almost certainly could not 
stand up in court 
"That kind of proposal, that 
we simply sweep the streets of 
pornography is just out of the 
question," he said 
Davidson has submitted a 
summary of recent case law on 
pornographic newsracks to the 
City Council 
He concludes that a city can­ 
not impede freedom of speech 
or the press, but can control 
newsracks only in an “ anti-skid 
row 
ordinance or to prevent 
overly cluttered or unsightly 
sidewalks 
In Detroit. Davidson reports, 
the state Supreme Court upheld 
the city's attempt to spread out 
neighborhood 
businesses and 
activities such as cabarets, 
motels, pawnshops, taxi-dance 
halls, billiard parlors and adult 
movie houses 
But the court held that 
Detroit could not restrain the 
marketing of pornography 
merely move it around to pre­ 
vent its concentration 
With a billiard parlor, pawn­ 


shop. bars and pornographic 
newsracks spread throughout 
Lompoc, this city appears to 
have no such “ tenderloin” 
area, Davidson said 
He also cites an immediately 
challenged Santa Barbara or­ 
dinance that prohibits por­ 
nographic newsrakcs in any 
residential zone and limits 
them to within 1,000 feet of 
schools, churches and parks 
frequented by minors 
The Santa Barbara ordinance 
also prohibits the exhibition of 
materials "in a manner which 
unduly exposes certain portions 
of the human anatomy or cer- 
tain sex u al a c t iv it ie s , '' 
Davidson reports 
"Aside from Santa Barbara." 
( if the court upholds its or­ 
dinance). Davidson said. “ It’s 
my opinion that nothing can be 
done to get pornography off the 
street.” 
In other legal opinions cited 
by Davidson, the courts ruled 
Just because cities own 
and control sidewalks, they 
cannot prohibit newsracks on 
them 
The Supreme Court has 
held that streets are acceptable 
"forums" of free speech 
“ Liberty to circulate is as es­ 
sential to free expression as 
liberty to publish.” 
— Nudity displayed on out­ 
door th e a te rs cannot be 
prohibited if the “ offended 
viewer could readily avert his 
eyes “ 
Speech may not be cur­ 
tailed "because it invites dis­ 
pute. creates dissatisfaction 
with conditions the way they 
are, or even stirs people to 
anger "

Council approved the funding 
priority after the third of three 
public hearings on possible 
eligible block grant projects 
Prior to the council vote. 
Com m unity 
D evelopm ent 
Director Jack Lam said Pedro 
Newborn, area block grant 
representative for the Depart­ 
ment of Housing and Urban 
Development, had been “ very 
impressed" with past Lompoc 
block grant projects, especially 
the senior citizen's center 
Lam said Newbern indicated 
the organization and funding of 
the seniors’ center could be 
used as an exam ple for 
Southern C aliforn ia com ­ 
munities 
Lompoc residents Alberta 
Morgan and Helen Gehrts op­ 
posed the storm drain funding 
stating the monies should be 
used for safety measures in

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Yager denies push 
for hiring freeze 


County Supervisor David 
Yager, who has called for an 
end to proliferation of the 
county government work force 
in the interests of tax relief, has 
denied any intimation that he is 
supporting a hiring freeze. 
Declaring that he feels the 
present county employees con­ 
stitute “ good and loyal person­ 
nel and effective and efficient 
managers," Yager, a Santa 
Barbara 
attorney who is 
pushing for a growth-limit or­ 
dinance to control new dwelling 
units in the South Coast area, 
said: 
“ I do not intend to imply that 
we should have a hiring freeze, 
for vacancies in already 
authorized positions must con­ 
tinue to be filled.” 
He added, however, that he 
fel* there should be a "frequent 
re-examination of all positions 
at every level of government to 
insure that the service per­ 
formed is one which the tax­ 
payer needs and can afford.” 
The First District supervisor 
has called on the other four 
board members to support his 


contention “ there must be a 
leveling off, if not an absolute 
reduction, in the number of 
county employees.” 
Yager said that while the 
county’s population has in­ 
creased only about 11 percent in 
the past decade, county 
employees have increased by 
some 54 percent to a total of 
almost 3.000. and over 3,200 
authorized positions. 
“ We need less government, 
not more.” he said, adding that 
it was also his view that 
“ generally governmental ser­ 
vices should be curtailed, not 
expanded.’’ 
Quality of employees and ef­ 
fectiveness of personnel

than quantity of employees, he 
stated 
Yager declared that he felt 
the vast majority of taxpayers 
in the county opposed expansion 
of the size of the permanent 
county work force.

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Kidnapped Dutch 
tycoon released

AMSTERDAM, Netherlands 
(UPI) — Kidnapped Dutch real 
estate tycoon M aurits Caransa 
was freed today and said he 
personally negotiated the $4 
million ransom payment with 
his abductors while handcuffed 
in a darkened room for five 
days. 
Although many anonymous 
telephone callers claimed the 
kidnapping had been carried out 
by political terrorists, a police 
spokesman said today, "The ab­ 
duction has no political im­ 
plication.” 
Caransa was turned loose in a 
rundown worker's suburb of 
Amsterdam where a woman 
passing by on a bicycle spotted 
him wandering in Zoutkeets 
Square at about 1:30 a m 
After learning he was the 
missing real estate developer, 
the woman helped him get a 
taxi that took him to police 
headquarters 
Caransa. 61, told police his 
four kidnappers "spoke among 
them selves in broken English 
with a M editerranean accent,” 
police 
commissioner Gerard 
Toorenaar told a news con­ 
ference. 
Caransa said he was kept ful­ 
ly clothed on a bed but was 


handcuffed to a radiator in a 
dingy, darkened room in a run­ 
down house. Food was also 
brought in the dark by kidnap­ 
pers who wore gloves and ski 
masks at all tim es 
Caransa 
said they provided two radios 
with which he listened to news 
reports of his kidnapping. 
Toorenaar said Caransa per­ 
sonally conducted the negotia­ 
tions for his ransom with the 
kidnappers. He said police had 
no knowledge of the negotia­ 
tions until Caransa told them 
the details after his release 
Caransa told police the 10 
million guilders ($4 million) 
was supplied by m em bers of his 
family, but Toorenaar said he 
did not know the details of how 
it was delivered, when or by 
whom. 
He said the ransom was in 
1.000 guilder ($400) banknotes 
— the p ack ag e of m oney 
weighed about 50 pounds — and 
told police the number of each 
bill was noted before payment 
was made. 
This, plus the fact that 1.000 
guilder notes are rarely seen in

tal said 
The cause of the explosions is

A m aritim e safety plane that 
flew over the scene of the acci­ 
dent reported a large hole in the 
bow of the tanker and said it 
was listing slightly to port 
The Matsushima Maru had 
been scheduled to arrive in 
Kiire early Thursday to take on 
a load of heavy oil. It is owned 
by the Nippon Suisan Kaisha 
Co.

Abortion battle frustrating 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - House and Senate 
negotiators are within a few words of agreement 
on abortion policy, but the words have plunged 
them into angry debate and brought them close 
to the point of giving up 
The words include "serious,” "grave." "per­ 
m anent" and "forced.” 
They are the stubborn residue of four months 
of work in which a $60 billion appropriation for 
the Labor Department and Department of 
Health, Education and Welfare has been delayed 
and the agencies threatened with loss of funds 
The negotiators. 14 senators and 13 represen­ 
tatives if all showed up. were to try again 
sometime today. 
Both sides would allow the federal govern­ 
ment to pay for abortions for needy women un­ 
der Medicaid when the woman’s life otherwise 
would be endangered That is current law 
The senators also would include cases where 
"serious physical health damage to the m other" 
would result if pregnancy continued They have 
given up trying to include "m ental" damage and 
health damage to the fetus

Dangerous storm 
hits Washington

A deadly P acific sto rm , 
described as one of the worst in 
15 years, swept the Washington 
coast Tuesday with wind gusts 
of up to 125 mph, kicking up 20- 
foot waves. 
Down the coastline, it was 
one of those days Southern 
Californians like to brag about: 
spotless, sun-drenched skies 
with summery tem peratures in 
the upper 80s and 90s 
Gale warnings remained in 
effect for coastal areas of the 
Pacific Northwest today and 
tra v e le rs a d v iso rie s w ere 
posted for the Cascade Moun­ 
tains, where the storm ’s rains 
turned to blowing snow 
Heavy rains in the Cascades 
prompted flash flood watches 
for the Snoqualamie. Snahom- 
ish and Nooksack rivers, which 
were approaching bank-full ear­ 
ly today 
The sto rm ’s high velocity 
winds blew a canopy from a 
pickup tru ck crossing the 
Tacoma Narrows Bridge and 
sent it smashing into a car 
driven by Lisa McKell. 20 She 
died of head injuries 
The National Weather Ser­ 
vice. which described the storm 
as one of the fiercest in 15 
years, clocked one gust at R at­ 
tlesnake Ridge. Wash , at 125 
mph The winds averaged about 
80 mph Waves broke from 14 to 
20 feet above normal 


In Seattle, falling trees and 
branches knocked down power 
lines, causing numerous out­ 
ages to tens of thousands of 
residents 
A gust shattered a 
large glass plate in the Seattle 
City Light Building where extra 
workers were handling em er­ 
gency calls, but no one was in­ 
jured 
In the Seattle suburb of New­ 
port Hills, the plastic bubble 
covering the municipal swimm­ 
ing pool collapsed but the swim­ 
mers scrambled to safety 
The Coast Guard fought high 
seas most of the day trying to 
tow a rudderless 45-foot fishing 
traw ler to safety Most vessels, 
however, were in port when the 
storm struck 
In 
S outhern 
C a lifo rn ia, 
warm, desert winds funneled 
through the mountain passes 
and swept skies clear of clouds 
and pollutants Santa Catalina 
Island. 32 m iles from Los 
Angeles, could be seen clearly 
from the Los Angeles foothills 
Hundreds of boaters and off- 
road motorcyclists took the day 
off and headed for the lakes and 
dustv mountain trails

Professor's flying experience 
exceeds that of Wright brothers 


SANTA CLARA, Calif. (U P I) 


— When the Wright brothers 
lofted into history with their 
brief 112-foot flight in 1903, John 
J 
Montgomery, on the other 


side of America, already had 
two decades of heavier-than-air 
flight to his credit 


Yet Montgomery remains ob­ 
scure to all but aviation history 
buffs because his 1,000 con­ 
trolled flights were not powered 
by an engine, although early 
aviator Capt 
Horace Wild in­ 
stalled an engine in a plane of 
Montgomery’s design in 1910 
and reported if "flew like a 
streak ", reaching speeds of 60 
miles an hour 


Montgomery was a professor, 


physicist and inventor at Santa 
Clara College (now the Univer­ 
sity of Santa Clara) and was 
credited with many inventions, 
including an electric type­ 
writer. and an alternating 
current rectifier, but his first 
love remained flying, a love 


which eventually cost him his 
life. 
Bom in 1858 in Yuba City. 


Montgomery’s love of flight 
manifested itself when he was a 
small boy and his grandmother 
remembered he would lie on a 
pillow and flap his arm s 
pretending to fly. 
In a 1905 interview, he told a 


newspaperwoman, “ I remem­ 
ber when I was a little child in 
Yuba City — it was when I was 
about 5 years old — watching 
with deiight the passage of 
clouds and seeing those clouds 
resting, as it were, on the 
mountain tops 1 asked to be 
taken to the mountain tops 
because I thought that if only I 
could get there, I could take 
hold of the clouds and fly ; that I 
could grasp them and they 
would carry me with them I 
think my interest in aerial 
navigation dates back to that 
time 
At the age of 11, he witnessed 


a balloon demonstration in San 
Francisco and went home and 
promptly built a miniature ver­ 
sion As a teen-ager, he studied 
birds, especially sea gulls, in 
flight and would capture them 
to study their wing structure, 
he even tried to ascend, Icarus- 
like, with a pair of crude wings 
but was unsuccessful 


In December of 1881. his 


family moved to a ranch on the 
Otay Mesa, near San Diego, and 
the next year he set up a 
workshop in the barn and with 
the help of his brothers and 
sister built a glider that was to 
soar 600 feet on Aug 28, 1883. a 
date aviation historians gener­ 
ally agree was the first con 
trolled airborne flight of man in 
a heavier-than-air craft 


M ontgom ery 
was often 


mocked and labeled “ crazy” as 
a teen-ager and young man for 
his efforts to fly and the rest of 
his life he was secretive about 
his work, sneaking his aero­ 


planes out in covered hay 
wagons so as not to arouse the 
suspicions of his neighbors 
It was from the Otay Mesa 


rim at W heeler H ill that 
Montgomery, aided by his 
brother. Jam ts. launched his 
38-pound glider off a cliff on 
that first flight and glided gent­ 
ly downward at an average 
height of 15 feet above the slope 
of the hill He landed on his feet 
managing to stay upright 


Montgomery spent the rest of 


his life developing and perfect­ 
ing his theories of aeronautical 
design, working almost totally 
alone and without the aid of 
aviation pioneers on the East 
Coast and in Europe 


He conducted almost 
1.000 


flights, sometimes using other 
pilots (one was killed), and in 
1905 his planes were dropped 
from baUoons at heights up to 
4.000 feet, circling for miles and 
amazing gathered crowds

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New potato could 
help feed world 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - A 
new variety of potato, called 
the "Atlantic” and developed 
by 
r e s e a r c h e r s 
at 
the 
Agriculture Department, may 
be an answer to the shrinking 
potato, as food specialists seek 
to feed the world's expanding 
population 
About 86 percent of the 
typical potato is water 
Since the vast majority — 
about 85 percent — of potatoes 
are harvested in the fall and 
stored over winter, they lose up 
to 20 percent of their weight 
through evaporation of the 
water 
But the Atlantic has a higher 
solid content, about 18 to 20 per­ 
cent. and also is more disease 
resistant in most areas com­ 
pared to other potatoes 
Two Agriculture Department 
officials. Charles Porter of the 
Commodity Economics Divi­ 
sion and Raymond E Webb of 


the Agricultural Research Ser­ 
vice. cite the situation in Maine 
last year as a good example of 
how the Atlantic potato reacts 
to adverse weather 
That state had about 28 inches 
of rain last year, an unusually 
wet period, and most potatoes 
suffered badly, a rrestin g 
growth in some Many potatoes 
never recovered fully, but the 
small crop of Atlantic fared 
well 
This year only 300 acres of the 
Atlantic were planted for cer­ 
tified seed in the nation, and it 
is expected that five years will 
be needed before enough cer­ 
tified seed is produced to meet 
demand 
According to Porter and 
Webb, that demand will come 
from most areas of the nation, 
because the* new variety ap­ 
pears to do poorly in only two 
areas. New Jersey and Long 
Island in New York State.

Osmond family opens TV studio, 
vows to clean up entertainment 


RAMONA (UPI) - A kid-run 
corporation is in trouble with 
the state again and has taken a 
hard-line attitude, refusing to 
tell what their secret formula is 
for killing gophers. 
Kidco. a corporation headed 
by 12-year-old Richard Cessna 
Jr.. was almost put out of 
business last spring when the 
state Tax Board hauled the 
company in for not paying sales 
tax on the manure they sell 
They reached a settlement on 
that problem and went on about 
their business 
Now. young Cessna says, 
"We do not know why the state 
people are always after us. but 
it seems like they want to put 
Kidco out of business again and 
maybe even in ja il.” 
The state wants Kidco to take 
out a $50 license for extermina­ 
tion work — but regulations say 
the license can’t be issued to 
anvone under 18 
And even if the kids were old 
enough "to register for the 
license. Kidco would have to 
file its "secret weapon ’. Presi­ 


dent Dickie wrote baek to ex­ 
plain. "We do not think our 
secret weapon for k illin g 
gophers should have to be 
registered because it is not on 
any of your lists and because 
our secret weapon is made 
from chemicals that everybo­ 
dy's mom has in her kitchen 
You have to know how to mix 
them together and how to put 
the stuff in gopher holes to kill 
the gophers." 
The kids charge $1 apiece to 
kill the gophers in the same 
residential-resort 
community 
(San Diego Country Estates) 
where they carry on their other 
businesses of roadside cleanup 
and sale of manure from horse 
stables they clean 
The kids — Dickie, his sisters 
Ne-Ne. 9. Ette 11. and half- 


sister June Cole. 14 - produced 
a copy of an interoffice memo 
from the agriculture depart­ 
m ent in w hich one sta ff 
member asks “ Are we pre­ 
pared to file a criminal com­ 
plaint on Dickie” 
And elsewhere on the memo 
is scratched a suggestion 
"Perhaps Cecil should check 
out the secret formula as a pos­ 
sible unregistered environ­ 
mental product, or possible 
misuse of a registered pro­ 
duct." 
When the agriculture man 
came to call on the kids they 
held a board meeting on the 
spot and voted not to tell what 
the secret weapon is "If we 
told.” Dickie explained, "it 
would destroy our business and 
no one would need our service 


OREM. Utah (UPI) - The

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California allows disabled 
OH dues discovered in fossils 
employees to get benefits 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) — California, already a 
leader in the field, adopted another generous 
package of laws for the disabled this year, in­ 
cluding a break-through provision permitting 
handicapped people to go to work without losing 
their publicly funded benefits. 
Previously, an individual who qualified for in- 
home assistance for the handicapped lost his 
eligibility if he found a job. The new law. being 
touted as a good idea for the rest of the country, 
perm its him to work and keep his benefits. 
Other major victories for the handicapped in 
California passed into the law this year 
— A bill requiring state agencies to develop af­ 
firmative action program s for the handicapped, 
with comm ittees of disabled persons to advise 
on progress. Gov 
Edmund G 
Brown Jr. 
described the bill as one of the most important 
pieces of legislation he signed this year 


— A measure that would create what is hailed 
as the first recreational trail built specifically 
for the handicapped in the United States 


— A bill that authorizes $528 million over the 
next five years to guarantee that all hand­ 
icapped children in California receive 
a “ free 
and appropriate" education 


— 
A m easure allowing the state 
to seek 
damages from businesses that discrim inate 
against the handicapped and other minorities 


— A bill prohibiting the exclusion of a person 
from a list of prospective jurors solely because 
of loss of sight or physical handicap 


— A m easure requiring utilities 
to offer 
telephone system s usable by the deaf 


Gregory Sells, legislative expert for the 
California Association for the Physically Han­ 
dicapped, a 3.6(X)-member grassroots advocacy 
group, is overwhelmed by the passage of so 
many bills favoring the disabled 
“ We’re worried it’s just a fad," he says 
But others think the era of the disabled has 
arrived 
“This is a tim e when minorities of all kinds 


are speaking up to reap the fruits of mankind's 
riches," declares Rose Resnick, director of the 
League for the Handicapped in San Francisco 
“They have been encouraged by seeing what 
blacks and chicanos have accomplished by 
speaking up." 
“ Now we have a little fiscal incentive,” says 
quadriplegic Greg Sanders. 27, who broke his 
neck in a skiing accident seven years ago, of the 
new emplovment-benefits law 
Sanders, a counselor at the Center for 
Independent Living in Berkeley, Calif., says it’s 
about time the state did something about ending 
forever the im age of the handicapped as 
helpless, 
immobile, 
non-productive 
citizens 
fated to a life on welfare. 
“ If you’re not involved in employment ... you 
sit at hom e and w atch TV, your health 
d e te rio ra te s and you have no social in­ 
volvem ent," says Sanders, once a shut-in 
himself. 


“ With work, you develop a routine that helps 
support the concept — both to yourself and 
others — that you are a capable human being." 
The new law. which takes effect in January 
and was carried by Democratic Assemblyman 
Frank Vicencia of Bellflower, was “ watered 
down" at the insistence of Brown. Sanders con­ 
tends. 
But while it doesn’t affect as many of the 
state’s 16 million severely disabled as he would 
like, he says the law is a m ajor step in the right 
direction He estim ates about 15,000 persons can 
benefit from it 


The law. sponsored by the California Associa­ 
tion for the Physically Handicapped, allows 
qualified disabled persons to continue receiving 
money for in-home care and MediCal even 
though they have technically lost their federal 
“disabled” status because they can work 
As income increases, the disabled person as­ 
sumes a bigger share of the costs for care 
Quadriplegic Jim Miller, 43, last year gave up 
the chance for a job at an insurance firm in 
Sacramento because of the specter of lost 
benefits 


WASHINGTON -(N E A )- 
There are m ore than 17 m il­ 
lion w orkers in federal, state 
and local governm ents. And 
few of them are loved. Opin­ 
ion polls and conventional 
wisdom indicate the A m eri­ 
can people believe bureau­ 
crats, to begin with, are 
greedy, lazy, incom petent, 
apathetic, and (deep b re a th ) 
also unproductive. 
For som e of the millions 
this harsh judgm ent m ay 
regrettably be accurate. F or 
others, though, it’s a bum 
rap. Take Anita H arris, for 
exam ple. She is an obscure 
governm ent geologist who is 
encouraging testim ony to a 
little recognized A m erican 
anom aly: 
they m ay also 
serve who only stay in B ea­ 
dledom. 
As journalism adjudicates 
these m atters, Dr. H a rris’ 
contribution to the public 
weal has not been sexy or 
simple, thus it has also not 
been 
heavily 
publicized. 
Nonetheless, the contribu­ 
tion is im m ense. She has 
created a m ethod to sim plify 
the w orld’s desperate search 
for new fields of oil and 
natural gas. 
The 
H arris 
m ethod 
is 
based on her discoveries 
r e g a rd in g 
m ic ro fo s s ils 
called 'conodonts.* The fos­ 
sils, less than a 20th of an 
inch in size, and resem bling 
nothing so m uch as sharks 
teeth, are found in a m ulti­ 
tude of rocks, including m a­ 
rine rock such as shale 
where there are huge despo- 
sits of fossil fuels. 
The biological origins of 
conodonts is unknown. How­ 
ever, Dr. H arris and others 
believe they are the hard 
leavings of soft bodied ani­ 
m als that existed 600 to 200 
million years ago. H arris 


suspects the tiny things m ay 
have acted as the stiffening 
elem ents for m ale sexual 
organs.? 
In any event, conodonts 
have been known to science 
for more than two centuries. 
At first, and for a long tim e, 
they were m erely curiosi- 


for fossilized energy (oil is 
never present in earth less 
than 1 million y ears old) 
conodonts m ight logically be 
used by oil com panies in 
their exploration process. 
Certainly the com panies 
need any help they can get. 
Traditional ways of finding 


No doubt the energy industry will profit 
from Dr. Harris’ work. The public may 
also, if energy can be found more 
quickly and cheaply. As for Anita Harris, 
however, she’s not received a dime for 
it; public workers aren’t compensated 
for public work. . . Yet she continues to 
labor happily in the public service. 


ties. Then, two decades ago, 
a method was developed to 
easily isolate and study the 
fossils, and scientists have 
increasingly used the bits 
and pieces to date the age of 
rocks. 
It is this tim epiece aspect 
of conodonts that first fa n 
nated Dr. H arris. Even as a 
university student she re a ­ 
soned that since the date of 
rocks is crucial to the search 


oil and gas have, a t best, 
been chancy. Only one or 
two producing wells have 
been found for every 10 dug. 
And at costs that m ay run to 
between $10 and $20 million 
per 
exploratory 
dig, 
im ­ 
proved accuracy is an eco­ 
nomic im perative. 
And yet as a student. Dr. 
H arris could get no one to 
listen to her. Though she 
adm its she didn't try very 


hard. If her theories were 
right, she could have made a 
fortune in industry. Instead, 
she chose government ser­ 
vice.

She determined that 
conodonts are not only accu­ 
rate tim epieces, but may 
serve as thermometers as 
well. 
Uniformly, 
notwith­ 
standing the rock origin, the 
conodonts she tested were 
colored according 
to the 
heat and pressure to which 
they’d been subject by the 
ages. 
In 
other 
words, 
says 
Harris, it’s like cooking but­ 
ter. The more it’s heated, 
the more the carbons are 
fixed, and the butter turns 


from yellow to brown to 
black Same way with cono­ 
donts: at 90 degrees centi­ 
grade (a temperature suit­ 
able for oil production) they 
are yellow; at 300 degrees 
(no good for oil) they are 
dark. 
Eureka! Dr. Harris had 
made her point. Today cono­ 
donts not only record the age 
of rock, they m easure rock 
temperature as well. Dr. 
Harris has recently devised 
a color chart for use in 
energy exploration; 
cono­ 
donts found anywhere in the 
world may be compared 
with the chart to determine 
if fossil fuel conditions exist. 
The energy inudstry is 
delighted. 
R equests 
for 
Harris’ u .. stented findings 
have come in from all major 
oil firms, and from countries 
such as Great Britain and 
the Soviet Union. The Harris 
method does not guarantee 
oil can always be found 
according to the chart, but it 
is an improvement over old 
guessing games. 


No doubt the energy peo­ 
ple will profit from Harris' 
work. The public m ay also, 
if energy can now be found 
more quickly and cheaply.

NEW YORK (U P I) - Steve Carlton, 
whose 23 victories for the Philadelphia 
Phillies made him the major league’s 
biggest winner, won his second National 
League Cy Young Award Wednesday by 
a decisive margin over the Los Angeles 
Dodgers' Tommy John 
The Phillies' 32-vear-old left-hander, 
who also won the award as a 27-game 
winner in 1972 when Philadelphia 
finished last, received 17 first-place 
votes and a total of 104 points from the 
24-man committee of the Baseball 
Writers Association of America which 
conducts the annual poll 
Carlton. 23-10. led the ma jor leagues in 
victories this season, while his 198 
strikeouts were fourth in the National 
League 
He posted an earned run 
average of 2 64 
John, a 20-game winner for the 
Dodgers, had three second-place votes 
and a total of 54 points, followed by Tom 
Seaver of the New York Mets and Cincin­ 
nati Reds and Rick Reuschel of the 
Chicago Cubs with 18 each. John

Obscenity review 


It was inevitable that the 
Supreme Court would once 
a g a in a tte m p t to define 
obscenity and pornography. 
The High Court this week 
has agreed to accept for argu­ 
ment a case that will relate to 
clearing up the confusion over 
their last ruling. In that ruling 
th e 
j u r i s t s 
a p p lie d 
the 
“ contem porary 
community 
standards” guideline. 


This has created community 
confusion throughout the land. 
The problem, of course, was 
how 
d o es a 
c o m m u n ity 
m easu re its standards as 
related to obscenity9 Further­ 
more. what is the definition of 
a community? 


This community, for exam­ 
ple, recently criticized the ap­ 
pearance of what could be 
described by many as obscene 
newspapers in newsracks at 


prominent, public locations. In 
researching whether or not the 
community could abolish such 
materials, it was determined 
that it would be difficult if not 
impossible. 
This is what the Supreme 
Court m ust now address. 
Obscenity has certainly been 
one of the most difficult sub­ 
jects the court has ever 
tackled over the years. 
Their 1973 decree stated that 
the key test in the determina­ 
tion of obscenity in a book, 
film or picture is whether as a 
whole it ap p ea ls to the 
prurient interest of “ the 
average person, applying con­ 
temporary community stan­ 
dards.” 
It is now hopeful that their 
review will further define the 
“ a v e r a g e p e r s o n ” 
a n d 
“ contem porary 
standards.”

WASHINGTON — Panamanian Am­ 
bassador Gabriel Lewis has just con­ 
cluded a quick correspondence course on 
how to win friends on Capitol Hill and in­ 
fluence their votes on the Panam a Canal 
treaties 
He was instructed confidentially to 
c o u rt s e n a to rs a t 
“ breakfast, lunch and 
dinner.” to buy “ a 
m eal or tw o ” for 
hungry reporters, to 
pass out contributions 
to the right senators 
and. above all. not to 
count on P resid en t 
C a rte r’s inept lob­ 
byists 
Ambassador 
Lewis 
sought the advice of a 
p ro f e s s io n a l p e r ­ 
s u a d e r , 
N .C . 
Livingstone, on what he could do to help 
persuade the Senate to ratify the 
Panama Canal treaty. The ambassador 
got back a candid, five-page memo on 
the letterhead of Hill, Livingstone As­ 
sociates, a Washington consulting firm 


Livingstone cautioned that the White 
House lobbyists, headed by the harassed 
Frank M oore, w ere babes in the 
legislative woods 
“ Few members of 
Frank 
Moore’s congressional liaison 
staff at the White House have any real 
credibility or demonstrable expertise on 
Capitol Hill," Livingstone tipped off the 
ambassador “To trust the White House 
to win ratification of the treaties is to 
take a severe risk.” 


Instead, the m em o advised the 
Panamanians to “concentrate on good, 
old-fashioned flesh-pressing and shoe- 
leather diplomacy ” 
Explained the 
memo: “ Built personal ties and rapport 
with members of the Senate and their 
staffs Court them at breakfast, lunch 
and dinner ” In a sentence. Livingstone 
urged: “ Live at the U S Senate for the 
next six months.” 
Another section of the memo, entitled 
“ Persuasion bv Contribution.” offered 


this confidential advice: “ Next year is 
an election year 
Perhaps a dozen 
members of the Senate could be in­ 
fluenced by the promise of contributions 
or the threat to withhold such contribu­ 
tions 
Prom inent business and labor 
leaders could provide such pressure on 
key undecided m em bers ” 
Perhaps as an afterthought about the 
Korean scandal, Livingstone added 
cautiously: “ This is. to be sure, a sen­ 
sitive m atter, but it is in no way unusual 
in U.S. politics.” 
The memo included some instructions 
for manipulating the media 
First, it 
recommended that the Panamanians 
“ forget about the Washington Post and 
the New York Tim es.” These eminent 
newspapers, explained Livingstone, “are 
already on your side.” 
Instead, he suggested that they con­ 
cen trate on sm aller papers whose 
Washington correspondents, he said, are 
often slighted “ Invite them personally 
to the embassy, grant them interviews, 
buy them a meal or two.” he advised 
Stressed the memo: “ Most journalists 
from the sm aller publications don’t often 
get invitations of this kind ” 
As another effective tactic, Lin- 
v in g sto n e reco m m en d ed th a t the 
Panamanians generate grassroots pres­ 
sure 
This could be accomplished, he 
said, by recruiting businessmen and 
labor leaders to contact senators per­ 
sonally. by establishing close contacts 
with “key opinion-generators in each 
state” and by creating a citizens com­ 
mittee of “ prominent Americans.” 
The com m ittee, he suggested, should 
be “ used as a vehicle to take out new­ 
spaper ads countering those placed in 
local newspapers by treaty opponents.” 
He also had some advice on the advertis­ 
ing style: “The ads should be full-page, 
concise, attractive and composed with 
snappy journalism , no long-winded ex­ 
positions." 
Footnote: Livingstone told us he wrote 
the memo as a personal favor “ I haven’t 
received a dim e.” he said, for his 
political prim er It was inadvertent, he 


explained, that the advice was written on 
his firm ’s stationery. 


UNSUNG WRITER: The conflict in 
South Africa between the white regime 
and the black ra c e , betw een the 
authorities and the press, has exploded 
into the open Out of the repression has 
risen a host of black heroes. Not the least 
of them is the m artyred Steve Biko who

newsmen have also been systematically 
harassed and suppressed 
But a white man, Donald Woods, is 
also a victim of the South African police 
state. For more than two decades, this 
courageous editor has fought for civil 
liberties in South Africa. He is now under 
virtual house arrest — banned from 
speaking to reporters or even issuing 
w ritten statem ents 
His crim e? He wrote a column called 
“ My Friend Steve Biko.” 


GUN MAIL: The most militant of the 
gun groups, the Citizen’s Committee for 
the Right to Keep and Bear Arms, may 
have gone too far It has sent out mail in 
the names of congressmen who never 
authorized it 
Two congressmen whose names were 
misused. Bob Walker and Bill Goodling. 
both Pennsylvania Republicans, are con­ 
sidering legal action against the com m it­ 
tee. Walker has also complained to the 
Postal Service 
The gun group fired a shotgun blast of 
600.000 le tte rs a cro ss the country 
soliciting money. The envelopes bear the 
com m ittee’s name and tradem ark in 
large type But in the address window, 
just above the recipient’s address, is the 
statem ent that the letter is “ from ” a 
congressman 
The group’s founder, prom oter and ex­ 
ecutive director. Alan Gottlieb, was hot- 
tem pered about the m atter He shouted , 
he threatened, he scream ed It was “an 
error by the mail house,” he swore. Only 
one of the 600,000 letters misused a con­ 
gressm an's nam e, insisted G ottlieb. 
“ Anyone who tells me anything dif­ 
ferent.” he veiled, “ is a liar.”

To the Editor 
Now and then something ticks me off 
enough to w rite a letter on some 
relatively unimportant m atter This hap­ 
pened today. 
Now I don’t claim to play ball in the 
same league with our recently retired 
Director of the Budget, but I did receive 
from my bank, notice of a $4 overdraft 
charge Tracing this m atter down. 1 dis­ 
covered that this came about as a result 
of the incredible speed with which the 
mail is moved 
I have a number of good friends who 
work for the Postal Service, and I know 
them to be good, conscientious workers 
who put out an honest day's work for a 
day's pay Nothing I say below is in any 
way intended to reflect unfavorably on 
such workers However, something must 
be very wrong further up the chain of 
command 
One hundred and seventeen years ago. 
in the face of unbelievable hardships and 
hazards, including even hostile Indians, 
it took the Pony Express, a privately 
operated delivery service, as long as 
seven to nine days to span two-thirds of 
the continent, and it cost 15 to send a 
half-ounce letter by this means. Today, 
how ever, 
em ploying 
so phisticated 
modem equipment and transportation, it 
only takes the Postal Service four days 
to move the mail 14 miles from Casmalia 
to Santa Maria 
Statistics, admittedly, can be used, 
and often are, to convey false im pres­ 
sions Although what follows really does 
not prove anything a few simple calcula­ 
tions will bring out some interesting, if 
irrelevant, facts 
In 1860. the Pony Express moved mail 
from St 
Louis. Mo 
to Sacramento, 
Calif., an airline distance of about 1,700 
miles, at the rather slow, by modern 
standards, rate of 7 7 miles per hour, and 
at the rather expensive rate of 0 29 cents 
per mile Today, however, by employing 
modern techniques and equipment, the 
Postal Service can move the mail from 
Casmalia to Santa Maria at the fantastic 
rate of 0 146 miles per hour and at the 
nominal cost of only 0 93 cents per mile 
Will wonders never cease:

Hijacking 
proposal 


The American Jewish Congress has 
taken out advertisem ents urging an ap­ 
pealing program for coping with hijack­ 
ing terrorism . The plan is in most 
respects sound, and its simplicity is an 
im portant part of its appeal Boycott air 
traffic to any country that grants sanc­ 
tuary to a hijacked 
a i r p l a n e a n d 
i t s 
hijackers. 
The AJC has a not 
e n t i r e l y 
o r t h o d o x 
program for bringing 
about this boycott Its 
appeal is addressed to 
th e I n t e r n a t i o n a l 
Federation of Airline 
Pilots. It is asking that 
federation, in effect, 
to speak out in the 
n a m e 
of 
i t s 
m e m b e r s h i p 
Con­ 
sider. for instance, Algeria, which a few 
weeks ago granted asylum to Japanese 
Red Army air pirates and let them keep 
the six million dollars they wrested from 
Japan. Or consider Libya, which trained 
the te rro rists who shot passengers 
boarding an El A1 plane in Istanbul 
Under the AJC plan, all pilots on inter­ 
national runs would decline to land a 
plane either in Algeria (in punishment 
for A lgeria’s continuing protection of the 
hijackers) or to Libya (in punishment for 
having trained the Istanbul hijackers). 
One would suppose, if the plan suc­ 
ceeded, that would leave Libya and 
Algeria wihtout regular commercial ser­ 
vice from other than their own airlines 
Not at all The plan is comprehensive 
The pilots having boycotted Algeria and 
Libya, they would proceed to boycott any 
country which perm itted Libyan and 
Algerian planes to land in its airfields 
Now if that program were to succeed 
one gathers that the only airplaines 
landing in Algeria in the future would be 
those that emanated in Libya; and vice 
versa Let us agree not to consider what 
then would happen if, say, a Libyan plane 
were hijacked by an Algerian terrorist 
Let them sort that one out 
The plan, as I say. has great appeal, 
and there are grave and respectable 
reasons for any pilot making such a de­ 
mand What troubles one slightly is the 
assumption, by a professional union, of 
responsibility which is properly exer­ 
cised by governments of the whole peo­ 
ple. There was a period during the '50s 
an d 
' 60s whe n a n t i - C o m m u n i s t 
dockside unions refused to unload cargo 
from red bottoms, or load it into red bot­ 
toms and. secretly, I for one rejoiced 
But I took only fugitive pleasure from 
the inconvenience caused to the principal 
enem y of our civilization, because 
procedure is important. What would the 
AJC say if these sam e dockside unions, 
protesting the grand scale in which 
terrorism is practiced in the Soviet 
Union, asserted the sam e principle and 
declined to unload any boat coming from 
the Soviet Union or China, or any boat 
coming from any country that traded 
with the Soviet Union or China*7 
Probably there would be some blurry 
talk about proper procedures, and so on 
How im portant is that blurry talk0 
The pilots, in my judgment, should de­ 
mand of the airlines themselves, and of 
the governments that regulate their ac­ 
tivities. adoption of the AJC program 
That is where the heat should be 
generated It is only as a last recourse 
that the pilots should act on their own 
And the proper way for them to act is to 
strike Their justification for doing so is 
unansw erable. They a re striking to 
protect their own safety No airplane 
pilot, as we saw after the bloody event of 
last week, is safe from a crazed terrorist 
in the air 
There are only two known ways to dis­ 
courage hijacking The first and most ob­ 
vious is the AJC plan to make it impossi­ 
ble for a hijacker to find a place to land 
The second is to execute convicted 
terrorists, so that there would be less of 
a motive for terrorism . (There would re­ 
main the motive of cash payments to the 
terrorists who, more properly, would 
then be simply airborne kidnappers). If 
a pilot is not given a safe airplane to fly. 
he is certainly within his rights to refuse 
to fly it An extension of that right ex­ 
tends to the current situation 
But procedures are important, and the 
pilots should observe them

Separatists worry officials 


PENOBSCOT RESERVA­ 
TION, Maine -(N E A )- It 
has been a year of commu­ 
nity discontent in this region 
of the continent. First it was 
Quebec discussing separa­ 
tion from Canada. Then, in 
order, it was Martha’s Vine­ 
yard 
(M a ssa ch u setts), 
Salisbury 
Beach 
(New 
Hampshire) and Otisfield 
(Maine) reconsidering their 
geopolitical arrangements. 
Now, according to rumor 
and official fears, it is the 
Indians who are about to 
secede. From the United 
States. The scenario is thus: 
if the Penobscot and Pas- 
samaquoddy tribes prevail 
in their current land claims 
of nearly two-thirds of the 
state of Maine, they will set 
themselves up as a sover­ 
eign nation of aboriginal 
peoples. 
No less an observer than 
Maine’s governor believes 
the separation is possible. 
James B. Longley says the 
Indian claim to 12 million 
acres of his state is merely 
the tip of the iceberg." He 
insists that "citizens within 
the Indian community and 
some liberal extremists on 
the outside" are now seri­ 
ously preparing for autono­ 
mous status. 
What’s more, Longley sug­ 
gests, the Maine experience 
may be part of a grand 
design in America. That is to 
say: as Maine tribes go, so 
may those of the rest of the 
nation. A Ixmgley aide says 
he wouldn’t be surprised if 
cooperating 
aboriginals 
"tried to set 
up several 
nations, in New York, in the 
Dakotas, and in the South­ 
west." 
An archipelago of inde­ 
pendent Indian states’7 Most 
tribal spokesmen in Maine 
say the idea is absurd. A 
few, however, do not close 
their minds to it. Nicholas 
Sapiel, tribal governor of the 
Penobscots, says that inde­ 
pendence is probably the 
dream of most Indians: "I 
think most of us feel we are

more Indian than we are 
American." 
Sapiel says this feeling is 
especially true among the 
512 aboriginals who live on 
this Penobscot reservation. 
And, he adds, if any tribes 
were to withdraw from the 
United States, the Penobscot 
would likely and logically be 
among them. Actually, Sa­ 
piel shrugs, the Indians here 
have 
never 
considered 
themselves part of the U.S. 
anyway. 
At least physically, the 
Penobscots are totally re­ 
moved from the mainland. 
Their curious preserve con­ 
sists of 146 islands in the 
Penobscot River. The tribe 
says its reservation exists 
from river bank to river 
bank, thus it "is not a piece 
of Maine or the Union." 
Technically, non Indian ac­ 
cess to the reservation is by 
permission only. 
But the Penobscot’s asser-

uons of sovereignty 
are 
rooted more in history than 
in the 
location 
of their 
grounds. Sapiel says the 
tribe is unique in America in 
that "we never signed away 
our rights as a separate 
people." Sapiel says Penob­ 
scots made several treaties 
with the colonialists, but 
only for the division of lands. 
Ken Thompson, a Maine 
attorney and former hus­ 
band of a Penobscot woman, 
agrees that "strictly speak­ 
ing" the tribe is still a nation 
of its own "I’ve researched 
the matter completely, and 
Sapiel 
is correct. 
The 
Penebscots 
were 
never 
conquered, they were never 
taken over, and they never 
agreed to become part of the 
U.S." 
No doubt, says Thompson, 
the 
colonialists 
believed 
they had won the Penob­ 
scots. As example, one Eng­ 
lish governor led an expedi­ 
tion of troops into Penobscot 
country in 1758, telling the 
natives that he was there to 
"make the land English." 
But since the Indians did not 
understand 
English 
then, 
they couldn’t very well ac­ 
cept subjugation. 
Moreover, some years lat­ 
er, Thompson says the colo­ 
nialists called for a powwow 
with the Penobscots to dis­ 
cuss treaty 
revision s. 
Thompson says the "great 
White Fathers* showed up at 
the appointed time, but the 
Penobscots didn't appear 
until one month later. "Does 
that sound like they were a 
conquered, groveling, as­ 
similated people?" 
Nick 
Sapiel 
says 
his 
tribe’s independent attitude 
has continued to this day. 
For instance, "A lot of our 
members refuse to pay state 
income tax We don’t have to 
pay property tax, and since 
we feel we are our own 
people we don’t like to have 
to pay income tax to any­ 
body but ourselves. This is 
how we are, how we feel." 
Increasingly, some Penob­ 


scots are also refusing to 
pay dues to the outside cul­ 
ture. 
There 
is 
ongoing 
schooling 
here 
regarding 
Penobscot heritage. Some 
homes now set aside rooms 
for Indian and spiritual arti­ 
facts. There is even a begin­ 
ning resentment against the 
name ’Indian"; after all, it 
is a white man’s label for the 
aboriginal. 
Not everyone here sub­ 
scribes to the independent 
attitude. But John Sapiel, a 
relative of the tribal chief, 
says the ranks of the "tradi­ 
tionalists” are growing. "We 
want 
out 
of 
the 
white 
culture," he says. "We want 
out of the drugs and the 
alchohol 
and 
the 
atom 
bombs. 
That 
stinks. 
We 
think there are better ways 
in which to live." 
One better way would be 
in a Penobscot nation. John 
Sapiel believes it’s coming. 
He says the highest point in 
Maine, Mt. Katahdin, is be­ 
lieved by his people to be the 
center of the universe: "And 
one day we will own the 
mountain again; it’s where 
life begins, it’s where the 
gods are, and it will be the 
capital, so to speak, of our x 
country." 
Oregon oil 
may not aid 
crisis 


ALBANY, Ore 
(UPI) - 
There’s oil in the forests of 
Oregon, in the wood and not the 
ground 
But it may not offer any im­ 
mediate solution to the energy 
crisis. 
The oil is in wood chips and 
the first plant ever built to ex­ 
tract the synthetic crude was 
built in Albany last January at a 
cost of $3 8 million 
The plant was built to test a 
process developed by the 
Federal Energy Research and 
Development Administration’s 
facility in Pittsburgh 
The 
agency needed to know if a 
plant could be built to carry out 
the process 
Bechtel Corp . a major con­ 
struction firm, built the Albany 
facility and brought in a 
manager to get the oil flowing 
from the wood chips 
Erlmore Holerman. 59, a 
professional 
mechanical and 
chemical engineer, heads the 
project 
“Anything containing 
cellulose can be changed to 
heavy oil," he said 
"And it is not economically 
feasible to produce oil in mass 
quantities from wood chips 
Our firm pays $40 a ton for the 
wood chips, and it takes three 
tons of chips to produce just 
two barrels of oil and with oil 
priced at about $14 a barrel, 
there is no profit using the 
chips." 


In addition to wood chips, the 
plant also is testing waste 
material as possible sources of 
oil. such as rve grass straw, 
corn stalks, and even garbage
